AS TO BUTTER 


All the measures proposed have been 
taken to bar New Zealand butter out of 
Canada. The revised treaty with Austra- 
lia has been announced, under which but- 
ter from that Commonwealth will have to 
pay a duty of eight cents per pound to 
enter Canada. And butter at mid-winter 


in Edmonton is down to about thirty 
cents per pound, 
Somehow the promised miracle, by 


which the dairy interests of Canada were 
to be rescued from ruinous Anzac com- 
petition and made prosperous in short or- 
der, seems to be hanging fire. The Can- 
adian cow, Whose diminishing numbers 
provided Mr. Bennett with a theme for 
lamentation a year or so ago, is lacking a 
strong inducement to multiply with but- 
ter retailing in January at thirty cents 
a pound. 


A MATTER OF BUSINESS 


Every qualified voter in the Edmon- 
ton constituency should make it a point 
to get to the polls today and cast his vote. 
To do so is a privilege and a right. But 
it should be accounted also a part of the 
business program of the day. 

The responsibility to vote is a reality. 
And the obligation rests equally upon all 
who are entitled to vote. No elector has 
more right to voluntarily stay away from 
the polls than any other elector, Everyone 
who is legally qualified to vote and who 
deliberately refrains from voting acts, to 
the limit of his opportunities, in a way to 
make representative government a farce 
and the outcome of the election delusive.

The attendance has in 
fact been better than at the meetings dur- 
ing the general election last June. That is 
a hopeful sign that popular indifference 
is giving way to a more active concern in 
the conduct of public business. It is to 
be hoped that the vote polled today will 
provide further and conclusive proof of 
the same tendency. 


IS EDMONTON OVER-REPRESENTED? 


Mr. Duggan, leader of the Conserva- 
tive contingent in the legislature, would 
cut down the membership of that body 
by fifteen, and cut’ the sessional indem- 
nity from $2,500 to $1,500. 

It will be recalled that at the last ses- 
sion of the legislature a redistribution bill 
was passed. By that bill the membership 
was increased from 60 to 63, That change 
was made on the recommendation of a 
committee representing the parties in the 
house. The report of the committee was 
unanimous. The Conservative representa- 
tive on the committee was the late Colonel 
Weaver. 

Mr. Duggan should have explained to 
his hearers whether Colonel Weaver was 
on that occasion acting contrary to the 
policy of the Conservative party, or whe- 
ther that policy has been changed in the 
meantime, and if so how, and by whom. 

He should also in fairness have said 
whether he would cut down Edmonton's 
representation in the legislature from six 
members to five in order to bring about 
the proposed total reduction from 63 
members to 48. The inference is that he 
would do so,

During recent weeks the Minister of 
Trade and Commerce has been publishing 
large advertisements in newspapers in all 
sections of Canada, as part of the general 
effort to check the influences of the world 
depression and give a more favorable turn 
to business conditions 

In these persona] appeals to Canadian 
buyers, Mr. Stevens has stressed the 
wisdom of buying Canadian products in 
preference to those coming from abroad, 
and thus creating employment for workers 
in Canada. The appeals have been per- 
suasively written, and there is every 
reason to believe they have awakened in 
the minds of thoughtful people a sense of 
the extent to which the national pros- 
perity can be affected by patronising 
Canadian producers, 

The late Dominion Government made 
free use of newspaper space to point out 
to the public the opportunities which were 
created by their tariff and trade policies 
for doing business abroad. Now that the 
emphasis is being placed upon the develop- 
ment of trade within Canada itself, it is

no less proper and no less important that 
the same means be employed to put the 
ideas of the Ministers before the public 
and to secure the public's co-operation. 

There art a number of cther subjects 
which might profitably be given the 
benefit of similar publicity. Bastern 
Canada does not understand just how and 
how hard the west has been hit by the 
slump in the price of wheat. Western 
Canada has no more than a hazy idea of 
what is the matter with the maritime 
provinces — to account for the secession 
talk in New Brunswick. 

Why not an advertising campaign 
which would put before the people of 
eastern Canada, in an official way, the 
situation that exists at present in western 
Canada? And why not a series of adver- 
tisements which would tell the people of 
western Canada what it is that is troub- 
ling the people in the maritimes, and what 
can be done about it? 

This Dominion is a large country. Its 
newspapers are certainly enterprising, but 
they cannot be expected to keep people in 
all parts of the Dominion posted on the 
problems and currents of thought in every 
other part without inviting bankruptcy. 
If it is important that there should be 
understanding, and therefore sympathy, 
in all parts of Canada with the serious 
difficulties of each part, it is a fair 
proposition that the Dominion Govern- 
ment should take the lead in spreading 
that general understanding, even if that 
involves spending a moderate amount of 
public money in buying advertising space.

BUSINESS CONDITIONS 

In all par's of the world, the past year has been 
difficult in practically all lines of business, ‘There are 
few industries which have not been seriously affected 
by the prevailing depression. The fall in the general 
price level has restricted the movements of Inter- 
national trade; internal trade has been stagnant and 
unemployment has become general jn many countries 
The decline in the price of farm products has been 
particularly severe, with the consequence that there 
ave few countries where farm purchasing power has 
not been seriously reduced. During 1928 and 1929, 
stock market profits permiited comsumers to spend 
abnormal amounts; @ deceasion from the high levels 
then attained was inevitable. The abnorma) credit 
conditions which were produced by this excessive spec- 
ulation upset international trade relationships and 
the subsequent fall in commodity prices produced 
chaotic firancial and political conditions which must 
be corrected before world trade can be re-established 
on a normal basis, 

Against the background of this world-wide depres- 
sion, conditions in Canada seem relatively favorable. 
The reduction in the purchasing power of many of the 
countries which buy Canadian products, has been re- 
flected in our exports, ‘The aggregate value of Cara- 
dian foreign trade has declined approximately 22 per 
cent During the twelve months ending October 31, 
exports amounted to $946,000 000 as compajred with 
$1,281.000,000 in the previous year, and imports of 
$1,066 000,000 and $1,903,000,000 respectively. The re- 
duction in the exports of wheat has been the most 
serious single factor, and this, together with the sharp 
recession in itg price, has caused widespread hardship 
in the prairie provinces.-FProm the Monthly Letter 
jasued by the Royal Bank of Canada 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Abscessed Tooth 

Question: Mrs. A. writes; “My dentist discovered 
from an x-ray of my teeth that one of my gold- 
crowned ones is abscessed. This tooth has never 
given me any trouble, but my dentist wants me to 
have it out and have some bridgework done. I would 
appreciate your advice as to whether or not &@ con- 
dition of this kind can be cleared up with a proper 
diet.’ 

Answer: If the gold-crowned tooth upon which the 
abscess has developed is dead, the best policy would 
be to have the tooth removed, but if the nerve is still 
alive, and the abscess is on the side of the tooth, it 
is sometimes possible to haye the abseess drained by 
a puncture and irrigation.. After this, a fasting and 
dieting regimen could be used to advantage. Get the 
opinion of several dentists if this seems adyisable.

Watier, master of the 
revels, was a cook of magnificent attainments, Macao 
was the favorile gamble of the club, Huge sums were 
won and lost. Brummell, during a run of luck that 
lasted for m&ny months, accumulated winnings of 
30,000 pounds, it is sald. 

Thomas Raikes relates that during the height of | 
the Beau's prosperity he came into Watiler's one night |

after the opera expecting to play macao, but found 
the table for that game full, One of the players was 
‘rom Sheridan, impecunious son of the great Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan, Tom rarely played, for he was 
mostly broke, but this night he hed been drinking 
and so decided to risk the few pounds he possessed 
Brummell proposed that Tom give up his seat, let 
him play, and share in his profits, if any, 

Sheridan assented. The Beau sat down and in 
less than ten minutes won 1,500 pounds. He stopped, 
vided the amount, gave 750 pounds to’ Tom and 
said: “There, ‘Tom, go home and give your wife and 
brats a supper, and never play again.” | 

This incident was characteristic of the time. It | 
must be allowed that Brummell was very generous, 
yet his condescending advice to Sheridan certainly 
must have been embarrassing to him. 

Brummell’s reputation as a wit rested largely up- 
on his audaciousness. Many of the things he said } 
hurt. He suffered few rebuffs. The most famous 
was that administered by Bob Bligh, a cousin of Lord 
Darnley, and a rough and ready person capable of 
the worst violences. 

Why Bligh should penetrate the foppish circle at 
Watier'’s has not been explained, since he held its 
powdered and perfumed gentles in contempt. Never- 
theless one night he sat at the macao table, just op- 
posite Brummell. ‘The stakes were high. Brummell 
lost heavily. Making a jest of his losses, after drop- 
ping a particularly large stake, the Beau cried out 
tragically, “Waiter, bring me a flat candlestick and 
a pistol!” 

Bligh regarded him with acute disdain, From his | 
coat pockets he calmly drew two loaded pistols which | 
he laid on the table in front of the Beau, 

“Mr. Brummell,” he said, “if you really desire to 
end your existence, I am delighted to accommodate 
you without troubling the waiter.”

A WATER-WAVED COIVFURE 
Before the advent of permanent
